OUB JOCKBYS IN BNGl.lA.Ml>. | 

One of the moat intereatioc features of the 
late thoroughbred racicg season in England 
has been fnrnisbed by the signal success of 
American jockeys. Although four places re- 
moved frem the bead of tbe winniog list James 
**Tod** Sloan overshadowed bis rival artists in 
the important matter of percentage. He won 
108 times out of 345 mounts, or at the ratio of 
about one in three. Only for a long suspension 
in the middle of tbe season for disobedience at 
tbe post Sloan would probably have left off 
with pride of place in the tabulated summary 
of the most successful riders. Starter Coven- 
try's discipline forced the little American to 
cancel a number of promising engagements at 
the Liverpool, Gocdwood and other big meet- 
ings in Jnly and August, but he made up so 
much leeway when be got going again that he 
crowded the four native stars closely. 

Sloan's principal achievencents wereonSibola 
in the One Thousand Guineas. Dominie II. in 
the New Market Stakes, Knight of the Thistle 
in the Jubilee Stakes and Democrat in his re- 
markable series of two-year-old triumphs. His 
worst run of lock was at Derby and Manches- 
ter, where he rode nineteen successive losers, 
but this slump only emphasizes tbe fact that 
his other work must have been little short of 
phenomenal to land him in the high place he 
held when the curtain dropped. 

Sloan’s most formidable rival was Bam 
Loates, who, in racing parlance, "'put it on 
Tod" in several of the hottest finishes of the 
campaign. Loates had tbe advantage of 731 
mounts, more than twice Sloan's allotment, 
and of these he brought home 160. the highest 
total of wins reached. O. Madden wound up 
next to Loates, with 130 wins out of 807 mounts, 
and Mornington Cannon came third in order, 
with a winning string of 120 out of 468, a per- 
centage only excelled byE that of Sloan and L. 
Reiff. Tom Loates, who split Madden and 
Cannon at the bead of the list in 1898, dropped 
down two pegs this year, barely nosing Sloan 
out of fourth place with a winning total of 112 
out of 693 attempts. 

While Sloan did so well in maintaining his 
prestige be did not monopolize ell the honors 
credited to the Yankee school of riding. Lester 
Reiff gets tbe fine percentage of 55 wins out of 
184 mounts, and bis younger brother, Johnny, 
found his way to the front 27 times out of 140 
essays. The latter for a time threatened to sup 
plant Sloan in popular estimation. His youth 
and diminutive size'eaused general amazement 
when be first appeared, but this sentiment 
quickly changed to admiration as the tiny lad 
showed in race after race that be knew tbe 
shortest way to the winning post and possessed 
all tbe nerve, strength and skill to get there. 
Little Reiff is tbe bantam weight of Lord 
William Beresford's powerful stable, and while 
Sloan was away during the summer the midget 
filled the gap eo effectively that his future is 
assured. 

Tbe elder Reiff took much longer to attain 
the creditable place he now occupies. He had 
been riding in England with only moderate 
saccesB since Encch Wishard took him over a 
few years ago. During the past season, how- 
ever, the increasing demand for American 
riders ^brought him into prominence and he 
filled his engagements so well, especially at tbe 
an tumn meetings, that ho is now pointed out 
by the critics as one of the moat desirable 
jockeys to be booked for tbe coming year. 

While tbe three American riders already 
named were revolutionizing old theories among 
the Saxons, ‘"Skeets" Martin put in an appear- 
ance. He had not been very successful with 
GideonLA Daly here, bis efforts on the crack 



two- year-old His Royal Highness being so poor j 
that his contrarit was canceled by mutual 
agreement. His English debut was signalized 
by brilliant victories, but just as he was about 
being hailed as the best of tbe "imported" con- 
tingent he struck an unlucky vein and ceased 
to be a contending factor in the struggle for 
riding supremacy. His percentage, however, 
compared favorably with that of tbe most 
noted British jockeys, as he scored an average 
of one win in every four mounts, which brought 
him on a level with Momiagton Cannon.— New 
York Sun. 

NBW OBLBAM8 TRACK TALK. 

"Curley" Brown was at the track Thuredsy, 
and there was some surprise expressed that he 
should be allowed on the grounds, on account 
of his having been ruled off for life by the New- 
port officials. Tbe case of Mulholland, in San 
Francisco, was taken by the New Orleans offi- 
cials as a precedent, and they decided not to 
enforce the rule this year. However, they will 
have no choice in the matter after January 1, as 
a new rule of tbe turf congress, passed last fail, 
and which will go in force after the first of next 
year, declares that any track harberiig or al- 
lowing on its grounds anyruled-off person shall 
become outlawed itself. 

Captain Rees did a little effective business 
yesterday by suspending A. J. Wallace, the 
owner and trainer of the sturdy mudlark, 
George Lee, pending an investigation of the 
suspicious running of the horse in his last two 
races. Jeekey Sheppard, who rode George Lee 
December 9, was also suspended pending in- 
vestigation. George Kneuker, owner of Satan, 
was given a fine for inconsistency in the use of 
spurs on bis colt. Captain Rees can be de- 
pended on to straighten out a good many gnarly 
racing kinks before the New Orleans meeting 
closes. 

Said a lady to her frirnd in the grand stand 
Friday as the horses were filing out on their 
way to the post in tbe third race: "Oh! just 
look at that splendid- looking grey horse!" re- 
ferring to Pat Cleburne. "I'm just going to put 
a bat on him because bis color is just too lovely 
for anything, and his jockey's jacket is so be- 
coming!" And she did, and he won.— New 
Orleans Picayune. 

Pat Cleburne w ill scon make his appearance 
in the jamping events. He was schoolea over 
tbe Full Course twice on Thursday morning and 
went over it once Friday morning and per- 
formed very creditably. With the speed which 
he has displaced on tbe flat he ought to cut 
quite a figure over the obstacles, providing he 
can carry weight. 

J. W. Colt, an eastern turfman and membsr 
of the Genessee" Hunt Club, purchased, Thurs- 
day, from Frank Frisbie, the three-year-old 
colt Chancery, by Chance— Outscramble, and 
has turned him over to Johnny McCafferty to 
train. Mr. Colt intends to use him as a hunter. 

W ood Hoffman, who trains Molo and Loben- 
gula, bas decided to let up on the former for a 
while, and give him a chance to freshen up. 
Molo bas been on tbe go almost constantly 
since the opening of the Newport spring meet 
ing, and is certainly entitled to a rest. 

Ex-Jcckeys Willie Ham and Johnny Lamley, 
owners of Mizpah and Benneville, the two best 
horses of the older division which have shown 
thus far at tbe meetitg, intend to take them 
east next season. Mizpah is, or will be, entered 
in tbe Brooklyn Handicap. 

Alex's race Friday was in the nature of a 
trial for the Preliminary Derby next week. He 
made a very good showing, but only carried 
103 pounds.
